Thoeso two wordd hiave been known and nesd
the Iaw for a bundred years, und thejr scope
mipaning have never boen w subleet of i
They are not synonymous or equivilent. Thoy
port, as they alway= bhave done, widely diflerent
thinge. A reference to rv and to the standard
Inw books will demonstrate this faet. Paridon, in
tho English Inw, as 1t had existed down to the thine
of the formation of our Constitution, and ax it siill
existe, wis an set of cxecutive clemencey, proceoding
personally from tho King, either directly by the sign
manual, or indirectly npder the great seal fo n speci-
fied person named, and Its elfect was, it he chose to
avall himsell ol it, to relloeve him from the punish-
mient and losses not alrendy snftered for the spo-
oifio erimo numed, in the instrument. It Jdid not
look backward, but only forward. It did not re-
store what wis lost, but remitted what was yet to
be suffered. (Seo Blackstone's Commentaries, vol.
4, title, Reprieves and Pardons.) And so fealous
wiw Lhe law of England on the subject, that until a
comparatively recont period the royal prerogatiye
of pardon was contined to a limited class of offences,
in whioh Lthe presumption might exist that the ac-
cused was morally innocont; and the power was
otherwise hedged about with many other #aly-
guards agalnst abuse not necossary (o be here
reforred to. 'T'he power ol genernl pardon
by proclamation did not exist, and was ot claimoed
by any English soverelgn, as the committes bo.
Hoeve, after Great Britain had a constitution anil n
settled Jurlsprudende, ilthough it whs frequently
exerclsed nnder and by act of Parlinment, From
the earliest years of the reign of Elizabeth,
136, untll after the American Revolution, am
nesty was an act of oblivion of past olfences

anted by government to those who lad

een gullly of erime, It was an act of soverelpn
power which eflnced and eaused to be forgotten the
offence itself, and it made it the samoe, so tar ns the
&:blic witi concerned, as if the offence had never

en committed; and, by consequence, it operated
i restoration of all rights, &o., which a pardon did
not. One instance will illustrate the difference
from and superior effect to & pardon,

It purified blood corrapted by attainder, and
mads it inheritable, which a pardon did not; it was
Eranted by the sovereign power to whole classes of
offendérs tor the purpose of sustaining tranquillity
in the State. Thus it will be ;u-ruuﬁ'ed that ame-
nesty is a larger power than pardon, operating
upon the crime instead of the eriminnl, and eloot-
ing restoration and restitution ab omitio, instend of
merely remitting unexecuted punishment, and pro-
ceeding like what is called a general pardon, not
from the Exeocutive, be he king or president, but
from the government.

The sovereign power in England was the King,
in and with his Parlinment, asa in the Unitod
States it is the Uongress, acting with the approval
of the President,or by a two-thirds vote withiout it.
The clear conelusion is that under the English sys-
tem of government no power, either of amnesty or

onersl pardon, existed in the King, The know-
edge of these legnl termes “amnesty,’ “pardon,”
Gpeprieve,” and of thelr gettled meaning and of-
feet, must have existed in the Constitutional Con-
vention in 17THT.

That body, striving to bridle all powers of n
kingly nature, rather than to enlarge them, did not
chioose to use the word “amnesty"” st allin the Con-
stitution, but conferred upon the Prosident the
power simply to grunt reprieves and pardons; the
one expressing a Lem;mrmﬂ, and the other o perma-
nent suspension of punishment on an individual
offender.

The committee further express their views, and
reply to the authorities given by the President for
issuing the proclamation, und conclude as follows:

They are of opinion that the power attempted to
be exercised in the proclamation referred to—
to grant a general pardon and awmnesty by the
President by &-uclmnnuma without the authority
or assent of ngress—has no foundation in the
Constltution or lawe, and that Its exercise ought
not to be continued. They, theréfore, report o re-
solution that, in the opinion of the Senate, the
proclamation of the President of the United States
of tha 25th of December, 1868, purporting to grant
pardon and amnesty to all persons gulty of treuson
and acts of hostility to the United States during
the rebellion, with restorntion of rights, eto., was
not authorized br the Constitution or laws.

The subject Hes over in the Senate for future
action.

also the nephew of the late Leopold I of Bel
gium, who was u brother o Ferdipsnd Augus-
tus, and {8 related by marrisge to both the
House of Orlesns nnd the Imperial family of
PBrazil—his brother, Prince Augustus, bewg a
sop-in-law of the late Louls Phulippe, avd his
nephew, Prince Augustus belng son in law of
the Emperor of Brazil, His conueciions, there
fore, with rosal houses, it will be seen, are
reily exiensive.
